But at about 10 p .d .t. a National 
Safety Council spokesman in Chi 
cago said the death rate was just 
about what it would be In normal 
traffic for the sam e span of days 
at this time of year, 


A UNITED PRESS survey at 10 
a. m. showed that since 3 p. m 
Wednesdav, traffic deaths had tot­ 
aled 244 Drowning* numbered 138, 
plane crashes killed 7 and miscel 
laneous mishans 36, including one 
fireworks death. 
California, 
Ohio 
and 
Pennsyl­ 
vania had 19 highway deaths. New 
York 18, Texas 17. Michigan 14 
Oklahoma 13 and Illinois 10.

Observers here believe Khrush 
chev, fresh from his victory over 
"dogm atists,” in the Kremlin, will 
insist Czechoslovakia loUow suit In 
"cleaning house." 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
Is 
one 
of 
the last of the m ajor satellite na 
tlona run by old-line Stalinists. Its 
rulers have shown no signs 
of 
changing their 
ways 
since 
the 
death of Josef Stalin and the re­ 
pudiation of the "cult of the indi­ 
vidual.” 
The only gesture made by the 
Prague regim e toward 
following 
the "Khrushchev line" was to de 
mote Alexei Cepicka from the post 
of defense m inuter to head the 
patent etflce end to oust Ladislav 
Stoll as m inister of culture. But 
both men rem ain a t members of 
tha party In good standing. 


FROM PR E SID E N T Antonin Za 
potocky and Prim e Minister Vllem 
Siroky on down through the ranks 
of both party 
and 
government, 
however, the same old crowd is 
still in power 
These are the men. who under 
the late President Element Gott 
wald. overthrew 
the 
democratic 
government of Eduard Benes. and 
in I95i2 hanged Rudolf Slansky and 
10 other "nationalist Communists." 
Throughout their careers, 
they 
have been unswerving followers of 
tha tough lina laid down by Stalin. 


HOWEVER, OBSERVERS 
said 
any reshuffle of the Czech Com­ 
munist Party would be difficult 
because the elimination of Slansky 
and his "independent" Communist 
faction left the party with no al­ 
ternatives to the Stalinists. 
The observers believe the likely 
result of the Khrushchev-Bulganin 
visit will be a wave of self-criti­ 
cism s for "mistakes of the past" 
and "failure to learn the lessons 
of the Soviet 20ih Party congress" 
followed 
by 
"voluntary 
resigna­ 
tions." 
But, because there Is so little 
to choose 
between 
the 
present 
Czech leaders, the observers arc 
unwilling lo speculate on who will 
fall and who will remain.

They brought to 876 cases the 
number since the "polio season" 
began on April 1. Last year, there 
were 257 cases during the com­ 
parable week in June and 1,567 
cases from April 1 through June 
30 
The service said 42 of Ihe latest 
reported cases were paralytic. 87 
were non-paralytie and 19 were 
not specified Since April 1, there 
have been 350 paralytic. 423 non­ 
paralytic and 103 unspecified cases 
reported.

RADAR SPEED CHECK 
HELD LECAL 
Driving through cities from coast to 
coast motorists frequently encounter 
signs reminding them that sfieeds are 
being checked by radar. It gives one a 
feeliAg of being ambushed, but is an 
effective reminder lo stay within post­ 
ed speed limits. 
Perhaps many motorists do not know 
how radar is used. It is really very sim­ 
ple. A police officer parks his car along- , 
side the highway and has with him a 
machine about the size of a portable 
radio. When he turns the device on it 
automatically registers the speed of 
approaching cars, one hand on the dial 
staying at the maximum speed regis­ 
tered until it is checked back again. 
The only speed citation I have receiv­ 
ed in the past several years was while 
passing through a little crossroads 
town in Ohio. I was clocked by radar 
doing 50 in a 35 mile zone My only ex­ 
cuse was that I hHd failed to see a 
speed limit sign and was not,aware 
that I was in a town at all. The officer 
was very pleasant and demonstrated 
his device for me; a very unfortunate 
circumstance for another driver doing 
55 during the demonstration and also 
given a citation. We were escorted to 
the mayor’s office and fined 55 apiece. 
Device Contested 
Many efforts have been made to 
avoid fines assessed on the basis of ra­ 
dar speed checks. Even lawyers and 
legislators have been hacking at the 
radar speed check laws ever since the 
method was adopted in various states. 
A supreme Court last March reversed 
two radar convictions of motorists on 
what was, In effect, a technicality. 
In this case the state was unable to 
show that the law which requires that 
radar equipment be periodically check­ 
ed for accuracy had been complied 
with. The enforcement officers in this 
case were technically at fault, though 
no effort was made to show that the 
defendants in the cases in question had 
not actually been violating the speed 
laws. 
A Washington, D.C. lawyer who had 


Oliver B. Jaynes 
been convicted of speeding through the 
use of radar evidence appealed his case 
to the supreme Court of the United 
States but the court refused to consider 
the case. This attack on the radar speed 
check procedure, like many others, was 
based on a technicality. 
A state trooper clocked the accused 
attorney at 62 miles an hour in a 55 
mile zone using a radar device. The 
lawyer did not question the admissabii- 
ity of the evidence nor did he even con­ 
tend that he was not speeding. 
His appeal asserted in lawyer-like 
language was that "a statute compell­ 
ing the admission of such evidence as 
prima facie evidence of the ultimate 
fact of guilt is improper because an in­ 
nocent defendant ordinarily has no ac­ 
cess to any evidence which is capable 
of serving to rebut the presumption." 
A Good Gadget 
, 
We all know that the presence of mo­ 
torcycle officers along our streets and 
highways helps to slow down fast driv­ 
ers. Experienced speeders have also 
learned to watch for motorcycle offi­ 
cers who seclude themselves at inter­ 
sections but radar reaches out like the 
unseen hand of the law to remind driv­ 
ers that somewhere along the route an 
officer may he sitting in an innocent 
looking car equipped with radar mach­ 
ine.It is a good thing that the radar 
speed cheek laws have been upheld in 
order that motorists will take seriously 
the signs which they encounter along 
the highways and streets. This Is a very 
good and no doubt, very accurate way 
to check speeds—perhaps a good deal 
more accurate than the motorcycle or 
police car speedometer which may at 
times exceed the speed of the car they 
are following. 
So the next time you see a radar 
speed check reminder, slow down tn the 
posted speed limit. The signs are put 
there for your safety and the reason 
for a limited speed zone will be quite 
obvious In most cases. 
Remember also—they are not bluff­ 
ing. The country is loaded with speed 
cheek radar devices these days.

The Unpredictable Russian Satellites 


WARSAW. Poland 'Delayed*— 
All evidence behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain indicate* the existence ot a 
aharp and serious conflict be­ 
tween the satellites and the Krem­ 
lin. The revolts in Hungary and 
Poland a few months ago left a 
deep Impression of Soviet du­ 
plicity which is revealed even in 
the undertone of the controlled 
Communist press 
The theme here is: ‘ Poles for 
Poland" This indicates that 
while there are satellite govern­ 
ments . . there may not be en­ 
tirely satellite nations. 
AS A RESULT the whole stra­ 
tegic position of Russia is under 
mined This satellite frontier had 
been planned by Russia as a 
buffer against any future military 
contingency 
This is no longer true For un­ 
derground pressure is growing lo 
the point that this area may not 
even remain neutral . . . but 
anti-Russian 
This unexpected strategic up­ 
set my be the origin of the trou­ 
ble inside (he Kremlin itself. 
For the anti-Ltalinists blame the 
pro Stalinists for this unfortunate 
change of ev ents along the whole 
Soviet satellite frontier 
The Kremlin ia faced with the 
prospect of not only losing Stal­ 
inism among the satellites, but 
Sovietism and Communism 
STALINISM HAS definitely not 
worked inside the satellites The 
alternative to Stalinism is nation­ 
alistic Communism of the Tito 
pattern Poland, at well as Hun­ 
gary. ia 'Tying this now. But 
there are other alternatives for 
the satellites as we see it 
There is the examnle of Aus­ 
tria. which was allowed In change 
into a neutralised national stale, 
bv (he Russians Then there is 
Finland, which Is actuallv a free 
stale, hut within the Sov iet mili- 
tarv system. 
The talk inside the satellites 
now is that some sort of militarv 
alliance fo the Finnish order 


might be worked out. with politi­ 
cal Independence from Russia. 
Artually Poland is almnst in that 
status now. more so than Hun­ 
gary. 
THERE IS EVIDENCE that the 
Communist Wladyslaw Gomulka 
government here in Poland is 
gradually getting out of the po­ 
litical control of Moscow 
* 
This is in contrast with the un­ 
fortunate attempt of Prime Min­ 
ister Imte Nagy who tried to us# 
the popular youth uprising in 
Hungary as a springboard for na­ 
tional emancipation and a com­ 
plete break with Russia 
Gomulka has adopted a mod­ 
éralo Communist variation of the 
Titoist lige by denouncing Stalin­ 
ism 'as Khrushchev did' snd 
opposition tn the Soviet control, 
while adhering lo Marxism and 
rlosr cooperation with Marxist 
Russia. 
GOMULKA'* ATTITUDE seems 
to be here that if the people 
overthrow Communism, they will 
he taken over by Russia, lock- 
stock-and-harrel. and there will 
be no more Poland 
Gomulka's present support in­ 
dicates that the anti-Communist 
Catholic Church and the Polish 
people believe that the alterna­ 
tive to what they now have may 
he a lot worse: hence they voted 
(or Communist Gomulka 
There is no doubt that the 
heroic example of the Hungarian 
people had a lot to do with the 
improved situation in Poland, so 
far as Soviet pressure is con­ 
cerned. 
THE GEOGRAPHIC position of 
each satellite count rv must be 
taken into any consideration of 
Soviet concern 
This is what 
made Hungary more important 
to Russia than Poland might be 
Hungary border* on Free Europe 
and access to it was a lot aim- 
Dlier than Poland If Hungary 
had become free it would have 
had to join the West for its sur-

vival. 
That would have provided the 
West with a border with Russia, 
which would not be the case if 
Poland were to establish closer 
ties with the West. There is no 
free access to the Polish bor­ 
der from the West So NATO 
forces created to defend Western 
Europe must now remain along 
the present European frontiers 
indeed a long way from the Rus­ 
sian border, 
FOR WHATEVER its recent 
Communist history. Poland today 
appears to lean toward a modi­ 
fied Communist government, with 
more and more changes away— 
rather than toward—Russia 
The Polish government is mak­ 
ing a desperate attempt today to 
secure U. S economic aid by 
unveiling a sort of diplomatic 
window-dressing, to win V S 
Senate approval Frankly there 
seems to be very little difference 
between the Communist govern­ 
ment of Yugoslavia and that of 
Poland today 
It is our opinion that Poland 
will drift more and more toward 
neutrality, as a Communist co­ 
operator. able to maintain friend­ 
ly relations with Russia in an 
atmosphere of co-existence. rath­ 
er than domination. 
THE REPERCUSSIONS of such 
an arrangement in Poland could 
seriously break down Soviet rela­ 
tions with other salelliles like 
Bulgaria. Romania, Ciechoslova- 
kia. Albania 
It might even 
arouse nationalistic feelings in­ 
side the areas of Latvia. Lithu­ 
ania Etonia. long annexed to 
Russia. 
It could also hasten the re­ 
unification of Germany, at least 
up to the Oder river For what 
has happened in Poland in recent 
months can hardly fall In create 
conditions and repercussions that 
may explode the entire Soviet 
satellite empire before the year 
ts up.
